Among hon¬ 
ored guests at these pro¬ 
grams were specimens of as 
many a.s seven Jive rattlers, 
along with Black Widow and 
Violin spiders, scorpions and 
other poisonous residents of 
our community. 

In addition* the Club has 
participated in four com¬ 
munity health fair Veno¬ 
mous Animals booths, with 
numer-jus live specimens on 
display for the public. 

It also conducts a year- 
round Snakes Alive project 
in which live rattlers en¬ 
countered in the community 
are safely captured and 
transported to the USC Anti 
Vanin Lab, where they are 
"milked” to make,life-saving 
anti-venin for .snake bite 
victims, or are turned over 
to local Nature Centers fo’- 
study and observation. Close 
to 40 rattlers have been con¬ 
tributed over the past three 
years by members and their 
families f<-r this worthwhile 
project. 

Any resident of the com¬ 
munity may participate in 
the Snakes Alive project by 
callirvg the Sierra Madr.- 
Polico or Fire Department 
when a rattler is emcoun- 
tered. An expert will be dis¬ 
patched to secure and trans¬ 
port the snake to a nature 
center or the Anti-Vonin 
Lab. 

In the Club’.s latest project 
to make useful citizens out 
of snakes, for the benefit of 
the community.

Gooden School

Every year students at 
the Gooden School recall 
the ancient traditions of All 
Hallows’ Eve in ways that 
tell how the faithful put 
aside the evil spirits of the 
world.
